Bell Telephone Company Finds It 
Can Give Good’Service at 
Cheaper Rates. 


TOGO INTO EFFECT JULY I.

Beninning July 1 the people of Ben­ 
ton Harbor and St. Joseph will begin 
to reap the fruits of the work of the 
new home telephone company. On 
that date, whether the lines are in 
operation or not, the Bell company 
will make a cut of nearly one-third in 
the present rates. 


The new Beil rates will be as follows: 
One party (that is one party* on the 
same wire) business rate, $24 per year, 
a reduction from $36; three party busi­ 
ness, $20, a reduction from $90; six 
party business, $16, a .reduction from 
$24; one party residence $18, reduced 
from $24; three party residence, $17, 
reduced from $21; six party residence, 
$15, reduced from $18. 


James F. Land,* general^ superinten­ 
dent of the Bell telephone company 
and Travelinfii: Accountant C. S. John­ 
son are in the city and the new rates 
are the result of their visit. * 


This morning Manager Badour was 
asked by Th e Ne w s why his company 
did not make a more lioeral schedule 
of rates before being driven to it by a 
competition. The manager gave as the 
reason that under the new rates which 
go into effect July 1 the Bell company 
will lose money. 


Notwithstanding the facing of an 
eternal loss Mr. Badour says tbat the 
company will not raise rates in Benton 
Harbor. It is possible that they may 
go lower. 


The rating for business houses pro­ 
posed by the home company is $25 per 
year or $1 more than that now propom 
by the Bell company. 


This taste of competition will be en­ 
joyed by the people and they will take 
into account the fact that the home 
company brought down the rates and 
that they are entitled to the support 
of every home-loving citizen. 


The cut proposed by the Bell com­ 
pany means a loss to the company in 
the two cities of about $1,500 per year

The vote was preceded by a short, 
spirited debate, introduced by Mills of 
Texas, who made a strong appeal to 
the senate against ratifying the agree­ 
ment.

He 
pointed out especially the provisions for 
the settlement of controversies in regard 
to territorial claims, and asserted that 
whereas the amendment adopted by the 
senate to the flrst article of the treaty 
declared against their Inclusion, the 
sixth and eighth articles made provision 
for them. He held that as long as these 
articles renfalned unchanged England 
Justly could claim that questions of 
territorial rights were still included 
within the scope of the treaty. He asked 
what was to prevent England from pur­ 
chasing the island of Cuba or any other 
American territory, and in case of ob> 
lection on the part of the United States 
Insisting upon the reference of the dis­ 
pute to arbitration.

The speech made a visible Impression, 
and the opinion was general that the 
treaty 
should be amended so as to 
remedy the Inconsistency explained. 
Tillman asked that time be given for 
such amendment.

the doctrine that a court of equity may 
nullify the action of a majority of the 
stockholders in making a perfectly legal 
transaction, if the court Is persuaded 
that this transaction was not made In 
good faith for the benefit of the cor­ 
poration. The case was that of Paul V. 
Mlliikan, of Cincinnati, against the P. 
H. &, F. M. Roots company, of Connera- 
ville. The .company was managed by 
Edgar D. Johnson, whose wife owned 
majority of the stock. 
At a directors’ meeting in 1894, at­ 
tended by four of the seven directors, 
Johnson, his wife and two brothers-in- 
law, the board purchased a patent from 
Johnson for 151,000. One of the directors 
was not notified of the meeting. Later 
the stockholders voted to ratify the pur­ 
chase. 
After reciting these facts, the 
court decrees that the acts of the board 
of directors of the company are nullified 
and that Johnson must return to the 
company the money paid for the patent 
with Interest.

THEATRE TALK.

Opportunity for a Big Stata 
Machlna. 


La n s in g , May 6.—One of the notice­ 
able things about the present session 
of the leg;lslature is the scramble by 
state officials who are bent in bu|lding 
up political machines. 
There are a 
number of these bills on the calendar, 
but only one has successfully run the 
gauntlet of the two houses. 


This particular bill was the Dudley 
measurcj providing a bounty for beet 
sugar. Of course, it watt necessary to 
provide for the appointment of weigh- 
masters and to designate a state official 
to whom these subordinates should re­ 
port and who should have general 
charge of the enforcement of the law. 
As originally drafted the bill desig­ 
nated the secretary of state to take 
charge of this work, but Land Commis­ 
sioner French went on a stUl hunt after 
this bit of patronage and succeeded in 
landing it. 
Early in the session, act­ 
ing on the theory that the land office 
had outlived its usefulness, owing to 
tho disposition of the great bulk of the 
state’s lands, an agitation was started 
in favor of abolismng the state land 
office. 
Commissioner French seized 
ujion this as a reason why the beet 
sugar department should bo made a 
part of his office, and it proved a pow­ 
erful argument in support of his propo­ 
sition. 


Another bill has appeared which Is 
designed to increi^ materially the 
revenue o(4he state from the manufac­ 
ture of lager beer. The present law is 
conceded to be unjust. In the flrst 
place it makes a uniform tax for manu 
facturing beer, so 
that no mattei 
whether a flrm or corporation manufac­ 
tures ten barrels or 1,UU0 barrels a 
month it pays the same tax. The an­ 
nual tax for manufacturing beer in 
Michimn is 165. Not only this, but the 
law discriminates against Michigan 
manufacturers in that it requires them 
to pay this tax, while manufacturers of 
other states, although they sell as 
mueh if not more beer in the state, are 
required to take out no license what­ 
ever. As a remedy for this injustice 
and for the purpose of increasing the 
revenues of the state there is now in 
preparation a bill providing for the 
evying of a stamp tax on m r . The 
amount of tax has not been agreed up­ 
on, but it will probably be 50 cents a 
barrel, thus taxing all brewers alike. 
In order to carry out the provisions of 
this bill it will be necessary to establish 
a system of deputy collectors of reve­ 
nue similar to that through which tho 
(general government collects its reve­ 
nues from this and kindred sources. 
The bill provides that all the details o 
the proposed law shall be carried out 
under the supervision of Secretary of 
State Gardner, he being given author- 
ty to appoint deputy cmlectora.
